TRE DEVELOPMENT OF A LIMITED PROGRAM WHICH MIGHT GIVE HOPE OF

PRELIMINARY MEETING OF THE EAST-WEST FOREIGN MINISTERS BEFORE A

THE PROBLEMS ASSOCIATED WITH WORKING OUT PLANS FOR THE NEXT ROUND 
OF NEGOTIATIONS WITH RUSSIA HAVE BEEN UPPERMOST IN OFFICIAL CON- 

CERN, BUT THEY ARE BY NO MEANS THE ONLY ONFS OF CURRENT IMPORTANCE 
IN BRITISH-U.S. RELATIONS. 

NEGOTIATIONS AMONG THE UNITED STATES, BRITAIN AND RUSSIA ON SUSPEN- 
SION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS ARE TO BE RESUMED AT GENEVA LATER THIS 
MONTH. THEY HAVE ALREADY BEEN UNDER WAY FOR A YEAR AND THE UNITED 
STATES AND BRITAIN HAVE DEVELOPED CAREFULLY COORDINATED POLICIES 
EMPHASIZING A NEED FOR A CAREFULLY WORKED OUT INSPECTION SYSTEM TO 
ASSURE COMPLIANCE WITH ANY TEST SUSPENSION AGREEMENT.
